Good evening graduands, staff, parents, friends and special 
guests. It is a pleasure for me to be here tonight as your 
guest speaker and to bring greetings from the Board of 
Trustees of Edmonton Public Schools. 

Tonight is an evening of mixed emotions. Your theme song 
puts it well. “It's so hard to say goodbye to yesterday. Those 
of you who are graduating are happy to be leaving high 
school, however, I am certain you have the same concerns 
expressed in the song about where the road is going to 
lead. Don't forget that you can plan the trip. You don't 
have control over flat tires, road blocks or detours, but you 
can still set a general direction for yourself. 

Those of you who are celebrating with your sons or 
daughters this evening may also have mixed feelings. You 
see them in cap and gown, and you remember dropping 
them off at kindergarten. Where have the years gone, you 
wonder as you replay memories of all the years in between. 
You can be sure that you have played a very important part 
in the fact they are here tonight. Your support and encour- 
agement has made the difference. They are saying good- 
bye to high school and may even be leaving home, but they 
are still counting on you to be there when they need you. 
I know that teachers. too, find it hard to say goodbye. Each 
year you watch another group of students you have taught 
or coached, and come to know, walk out the door. You 
may never know where they go from here, but there are

always some students you will never forget. Don't forget 
that you have touched them, too. Even though you may 
never know it, you have had a significant impact on their 
lives and they won't forget you. I was principal at Harry 
Ainlay for eight years, and still have fond memories of my 
time here even though I “graduated” in 1992. 

When I was preparing my comments for this evening's 
ceremonies, the theme “Where the Memories Lead” brought 
a flood of thoughts and recollections regarding my eights 
years as Principal of your wonderful school. One of my 
most vivid memories during my years at Harry Ainlay was 
during a visit from a former student. Jolan Storch was at- 
tending the University of Toronto and following her first 
year of university she dropped in for a visit. Jolan is a lovely 
young woman who was President of the Student Council, 
an honors student and a world-class volley-ball player. We 
had a wonderful conversation regarding her year in Toronto, 
and we spent a pleasant half hour reminiscing about her 
high school years. As she was leaving, I told her to make 
certain that when she had time, to drop in and visit since 
she was always welcome at our school. Jolan was quick to 
point out that the school was not “ours” but rather “hers.” 
As Principal I was just taking care of it for her for a few 
years. I know that Jolan’s possessiveness about her school is 
reflected in the manner in which the Class of 2003 feel about 
Harry Ainlay. 

Memories, however, are personal reflections, and as 
such, are individually held. Perhaps some of the students 
and teachers during my tenure as Principal hold dramati- 
cally opposite opinions of those years that brought so many 
rewards and so much fulfillment to my career as an educa- 
tor. Memories can also fade. A few years ago our grand- 
son, Geordie was performing in the Christmas Concert at 
Satoo School. As we stood in line to be seated, my wife and 
I were chatting and a woman in front of us turned and 
asked me if I had taught at Parkallen School where she had 
been a student. She gave me her name, and a host of 
wonderful memories came back to me regarding that par- 
ticular Grade Five class which I had taught. She asked me 
what brought us to the school and | told her that we had a 
grandson in Grade One who was performing in the Con- 
cert. When I asked her what grade her youngster was in, 
she replied that she didn’t have a child in the school. Then 
she proceeded to tell me that she was at the Concert for the 
same reason my wife and I were - she had a grandson per- 
forming in the Concert as well - only he was in Grade Six. 


Perhaps my memories of that particular Grade Five class 
were a bit hazy. 

When I received the invitation to speak to the 
graduands, I immediately went “on-line” to see if I could 
glean some words of wisdom and advice from some famous 
individuals to share with you this evening. “The Net” pro- 
vided a variety of admonitions and provocative advice that 
one could impart to a class of graduates. However, I didn't 
think Dr. Phil's or Oprah's words of wisdom would have any 
great impact on our honorees. I did, however, unearth a 
wonderful commencement address attributed to Kurt 
Vonnegut, author of such masterpieces as Slaughterhouse 
Five and Breakfast of Champions. Vonnegut's commence- 
ment address purported to have been made to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology's class of 1997 and started 
with: “Ladies and Gentlemen of the Class of 1997 - wear 
Sunscreen.” He went on to say, “If I could offer you only 
one tip for the future, sunscreen would be it. The long-term 
benefits of sunscreen have been proven by scientists whereas 
the rest of my advice has no basis more reliable than my 
own meandering experience.” Vonnegut provided additional 
advice such as, “to sing; to floss; to stretch; to dance; to 
travel; and to respect your elders.” 

Tonight, bearing in mind that Vonnegut's advice and 
mine are based on our respective meandering experiences, 
I will offer some advice and observations that perhaps will 
stand you in good stead in the years to come. George Bernard 
Shaw observed that youth was a wonderful thing and that it 
was a crime to waste it on children. The observation is 
profound, since being young means being creative, having 
dreams and aspirations, being inquisitive, desiring to learn, 
being optimistic, having compassion, and, above all being 
honest. Young people have these qualities in spades. Tragi- 
cally, many of us lose these essential values as our chrono- 
logical age increases and Shaw's observation that it a crime 
to have wasted youth on the young becomes all too true for 
many of us. My challenge to the Class of 2003 is to ensure 
that you retain those youthful qualities that are so valuable 
to our society. 

Harry Ainlay School has been your home away from 
home for the past three years. Your school has emphasized 
achievement in academic subjects, achievement in the fine 
and practical arts, athletic accomplishments, and growth in 
intrinsic character traits. Harry Ainlay School has ensured 
that the development of values is an important component 
of your education. The importance of developing positive 
character traits is certainly not a new concept. Mohandas 
Gandhi described the “Seven Sins of Mankind” as follows: 

Wealth without Work; 
Pleasure without Conscience; 
Commerce without Morality; 

Science without Humanity; 


Worship without Sacrifice; 
Politics without Principle; and 
Knowledge without Character. 


Ghandi was endowed with the title Mahatma to rec- 
ognize the purity of his soul. Not all of us will reach Gan- 
dhi’s level of purity and self-sacrifice, but each of us, in our 
own way must work to make the World a better place. You 
have been provided with the knowledge to help you attain 
your individual goals. As well, I am certain that you pos- 
sess the necessary character traits to make our society a 
better place. 

Character is the essence of an individual, and it is impor- 
tant for each of us to examine our own character on a 
regular basis. There are certain values we should all strive 
to incorporate into our character - respect for others, re- 
sponsibility to our community, integrity in our conduct - 
these attributes are some of the pillars of good character. 
Our character helps us to make our way through life in an 
honorable way. It gives us the ability to make wise choices 
and to consider the needs of others. As well as ourselves, 
character is what ultimately defines a person and assisting 
students to develop their own character is an important 
part of the work of parents, guardians, community mem- 
bers and educators. 

You are our future and I trust that each of you believe that 
tomorrow will be “worth the wait.” You are the architects 
of your own destiny. 


Remember, it's hard to say goodbye to yesterday but it is an 
exhilarating challenge to say hello to tomorrow. 


In closing I would be remiss if I didn’t offer my favorite 
Mark Twain admonition. 

“Always do right. This will gratify some people and aston- 
ish the rest.”

VALEDICTORIAN ADDRESS: JIA HU 


Good evening fellow graduands, teachers, parents, honoured 
guests... 


When I first started thinking about what to write for 
this speech, I really had no idea what to say - A valedictorian 
address is supposed to motivate, to inspire, to capture the 
intensity of the moment and transform it into something 
anew. I am supposed to say things like: tonight is your night. 
reach for the stars, the future's your oyster. But the truth is, 
these phrases, without a foundation in reality, are really only 
empty words... 

I leave it to the motivational blessing, the guest speaker, 
the principal's address and nearly every other word issued 
today to fill your hearts with encouragement. But I leave it 
to this speech to ground your minds in a reality that we can 
not yet escape from. The fact of the matter is, as perfect 
and pristine this evening may be for us - the culmination of 
over a decade's work - what we see represents only the 
slightest fraction of the world. Our city, our province, our 
country is perfect in comparison to our world. We were 
given the slightest glimpse of this on September 11". A piece 
of the outside world shattered, for a moment, all our igno- 
rance and misconception of the paradise we live in. Yet the 
irony is, events like 9-11 play themselves out around the 
world every single day. Destruction, devastation, and death 
are recurring themes to so many of the world’s people - for 


example those living in the Kashmir region between India 
and Pakistan, or those caught within the continual strife 
between Israel and Palestine. 

And what is even more ruinous than war comes 
from a far more fundamental problem. All too often, we 
take for granted the things that we have been blessed with 
- food, health care, homes. I say we, because so many are 
not quite so lucky as us. When 24, 000 children die of 
hunger each day, who mourns for them? It is a testament 
to humanity's goodwill that after September 11", there was 
such an outpouring of grief, but why do our hearts not 
care when eight times that number will die on any given 
day? Why can we not look beyond the borders of our coun- 
try and see that there is a world crying for help? 

Hearing this, some of you might think: it is naive to 
think we can change the world.... what can only one per- 
son do? As I see it, in front of you lay two roads. One of 
cynicism, callousness, and close-mindedness; the other of 
idealism, sympathy, and openness. Without idealism in our 
hearts, humanity would never have left the Stone Age: it is 
idealism that fuels the dreams of a better time and a better 
world. On the other hand, the cynicism we possess when 
we say “it doesn't matter because it doesn't affect me” will 
wrench our humanity away from us: how human are we if 
we can see millions die and simply turn our heads the 
other way? 

I will close with a challenge, and a promise. | chal- 
lenge all of you to take that second path. Look beyond 
your familiar borders. See the world around you for what 
is truly is, and change it. And I promise that each and 
every one of you, in spite of everything that seems to limit, 
to hold you back, has within him or her the capability, 
capacity, and competency to make the world a better place. 
How to do this is for you to discover, for it will be different 
for each and every one of you. 

Just remember, the future really is yours: mould it 
not around yourself, but around the world.
